Elimination of the present deep 
gutters and high curbstones along 
hoth the east and west drives o 
Euclid will be accomplished under 
program with an underground 

drainage system for water from 
Foothill boulevard on the north 
being included. The gutters wilt 
be filled to a higher level, thus 
doing away with the treacherous 
stepdowns at the various street 
crossings. The bridges now run- 
ning into the several driveways 
along Euclid will also be taker 
out and along the drive near the 
Santa Fe tracks the culverts and 
other ovstacles in that area wili 
he abolished. 

Paving of the west drive of Euc- ! 
lid avenue as far north es 24th 
street will also ccme under the 
proposed program. In the park- 
ing areas from Foothill boulevard 
north to 15th street, lawns will be 
planted ‘and a general beautifica- 
tion of the improved area will re- 
sult. Pipe for this work is already 
on hand and only the labor cost 
will be necessary. 

Mr. Manley pointed out, of 
course, that all post-war work 
such as that outlined today is con- 
tingent on the availability of 
funds. Cities of California are 
hcping, Mr. Manley said, that leg- | 
islation now pending before com- 
mittees of the state legislature 
will be put into law. One bilf’car- 
ries an expenditure of $100,000,000 
to be given to the cities on a fund- 
matching basis. This bill now car- 
ries a rider which cuts the monies 
to $57,000,000, but out of it al 
those interested in this post-war 
work development are certain thit 
some provision will be made by 
the state to make the necessary 
money available to permit Cali-; 
fornia cities to proceed with their 
projects as soon as conditions will 
permit.

Napoleon’s barber, who was 
made immortal in history because 
his shears had shorn the locks of 
the “little corporal’, has nothing 
on Upland’s own tonsorial artist, 
Perry Long, who had the distince- 
tion of not only clipping the 
shaggy mane of Lt, Gen. Geroge 
S. Patton, but also of plying the 
razcr over the bulldog jaw of that 
famous individual. And it was 
done right here in Upland just a 
couple of years ago. 

It is one of those “now it car 
be told” things, which happened 
back in the fall of 1942 when ola 
“Blcod and Guts” was piloting his 
long tank division along Foothill 
boulevard above Upland enroute tc 
the desert training which was to 
precede his terrific campaigns in 
Africa, Sicily, France and now 
Germany, where his rugged troops 
are headed pell-mell for Berlin. 

Perry recalls today how startled 
he was when the docr of his shop 
on Second avenue opened and in 


loosened his shirt collar and 
climbed into his chair. With a2 
guttural voice he said: “Just 
knock ’em off around the edges_ 

I've gotta get back to my cow: 
boys.” With that he slumped ir 
the chair and Perry went to work 
The air of the shop was blue dur- 
ing Patton's visit, as he answered 
questions concerning his outfit.
